ENTIRE PANEL WAS DISCHARGED 


Deputy Sheriff Theorin is Em­ 
paneling a Th'rd Jury to Try 
McKinley Cases 
The jury, to which was given the 
question 
of whether or not Ralph 
Morey was guilty of manslaughter in 
the shooting of John Bushway, after 
wrestling with the subject about 19 
hours came to an agreement shortly 
before 9 o’clock this morning. 
Court, 
however, did not convene until 9:30, at 
which time the verdict was brought in 
to court. 
There were but few present 
at the time the ju.iy came in, there be­ 
ing but a few scattered attorneys and 
spectators and the lad’s parents and 
baby sister in the room. 
The lad, who 
has not paid the slightest attention to 
the trial, but has played around the 
room unconcernedly, apparently 
did 
not realize that the verdict affected 
him in the least. 
There is still an indictment for lar- 
ency hanging over the boy, but it is 
not known whether or not he will be 
tried. There is considerable criticism 
of the outcome of the trial, not so much 
that the verdict was contrary to the 
evidence as a feeling of fear as to what 
the boy will do if turned loose with no 
punishment for shooting his playmate 
in a fit of anger. 
The jury was discharged from fur­ 
ther service at the present term of 
court, the rest of the panel having been 
dismissed Wednesday. 
Deputy Sheriff Theorin was busy 
Wednesday afternoon and evening sum­ 
moning a third venire of jurymen. 
This was rendered necessary by the 
fact that the members of the former 
venire had all served on juries consid­ 
ering some of the so-called McKinley 
cases. The new venire was ordered to 
report at 1:30 p. rn.

White House door at 3:30 o’clock in 
the morning, he dismounted at the 
same place at 8:40 o’clock at night. 
The journey was to Warrenton, Vn., 
and back.

W ith the president were Dr. 
Rixey, surgeon general of the navy;

On the return trip the last thirty 
miles of the journey were made in i 
sleet and rain, while the last fifteen j 
miles were in almost pitch darkness. 


Refused to Ride in Carriage.

fused to take the carriage which was 
waiting there for him. 
When he dis­ 
mounted his coat and hat were frozen 
stiff with sleet and ice. 
There were 
four relays of horses: the first stage 
of the journey out and the last in be 
ing made by the president on “Ros­ 
w ell;” the second out and the third 
in being on “Georgia;” while the oth­ 
er two were on army horses which 
the president had never before mount­ 
ed. 
As the four horseback riders, fol­ 
lowed by two policemen on wheels 
and the empty carriage, arrived at 
the executive mansion, the president, 
in front with his broad-brimmed black 
slouch hat drawn down over his face, 
presented a striking picture. 
Both the outward and the return 
trip lay through Fairfax Courthouse 
to W arrentcn. 
Arriving at the latter 
place, where the president’s coming 
had been heralded an hour or so be­ 
fore his arrival, he was greeted by a 
gathering of citizens and schooijcllH- 
dren, to whom he spoke a few words 
of greeting. 
They took lufTclíéon at 
a hotel and then began the return 
journey after a short rest. 
In less than an hour after return­ 
ing to the White House the president 
had changed his ice-coated clothing 
for evening dress and appeared in 
the dining room ready for as hearty 
a meal as he has eaten for a long 
time. 
If any of the critics of his “army 
riding order” had dropped in about 
that time they would have been sadly 
disappointed, for the president did 
not show in the least th at he had
